become the greatest scientist of 
his age, died today and. in death, 
sought to further medical science. 
The 76-year-old p hysicist, who 
revolutionized scientific thinking, 
left his brilliant brain and h it 
m ajor body organs to research. 
His body was crem ated, without 
funeral services. 
The organs will be studied by 
Princeton Hosp ital, where he died 
at 1:15 a.m. of a rup tured aorta— 
the main artery of the body—and 
hardening of the arteries. 
The brain was left, in accord­ 
ance with Einstein’s wishes, to Dr. 
Harry Zimmerman of the Mont» - 
fiore Hosp ital in New York.

Wo uld any o ne dissent fro m the pro po sitio n that 
any natio n’s fo reig n trade po licy sho uld aim at 
max imum benefits at the co st o f minimum adjust­ 
ments? Yes, it appears that so me wo uld. In fact, 
he has. 


The dissenter is Walter Harris, Canadian minister 
o f finance. 
Speaking the o ther day befo re the 
Canadian parliament, he had so me praise fo r this 
co untry ’s fo reig n trade po licy and also so me wo rds 
o f admo nitio n. 
He said that in the g eneral effo rt to resto re 
stability , ex pand pro ductio n, and increase trade since 
the war no natio n has play ed a “ mo re co nstructiv e 
ro le” than the United States. Yet he indicated that 
this co untry has no t g o ne far eno ug h. 
What’s wro ng with the American attitude? 
Canadians resent restrictio ns o n impo rts o f o ats, fish, 
and o ther thing s they pro duce. They do n’t like the 
amplified escape clauses neg o tiated by U. S. deleg ates 
at the recent Genev a co nference o n tariffs and trade. 
In their v iew, Washing to n o ug ht to be less co ncerned 
to pro tect American pro ducers. 
Harris said that in the last six mo nths there has 
been no basic chang e in the American attitude but 
there has been “ a disappo inting lack o f pro g ress’* 
to ward reducing trade barriers and “ disco ncerting 
iig ns o f a rev iv al o f pro tectio nist feeling ” in respo nse 
to increased co mpetitio n at ho me. Then he said: 
“ It must be reco g nized that actio ns taken o r ev en 
implied by the . . . United States may weaken suppo rt 
fo r liberal co mmercial po licies and may impo se upo n 
tho se o f us who are firm suppo rters o f such po Ucies a 
•g reater burden in defending them in o ur o wn 
co untries.” 
In o ther wo rds, his arg ument is the United States 
co uld make a mistake by insisting o n the mo st 
adv antag eo us fo reig n trade barg ains it can g et. What 
he wo uld like to see, presumably , is Uncle Sam cast 
in a g lo bal Santa Claus ro le.

Red Chinese May Release 15 American Airmen Soon

The easiest way to kUl a book is not to bu rn it bu t 
to refu se to sell it. Book shop s natu rally are selective; 
they only carry the books they wish to carrv and other 
books are “on order.” However, good bu siness p ractice is 
to exhibit books which, for one reason or another, favor­ 
able or u nfavorable, attract attention. Controversial books 
generally attract attention. 


Three recent books, to my certain knowledge, 
after p ersonal Investigation, are being sabotaged in 
the leading New York book stores. All are exciting, 
rootroversial books which shou ld attract a fair sale. 
They are Ralp h de Toiedano’s “ Day of Reckoning,” a 
novel that deals with the mu rder of the syndicalist. 
Carlo Tresca. p u blished by Henry Holt; Max East­ 
m an’s “ReHectians on the Failu re of Socialism,” p u b­ 
lished by Devin-Adalr; and “ Vorku ta,” by Josep h 
Scholmer, a dramatic first rep ort on the slave city in 
the Soviet Arctic, p u blished by Henry Holt. 
These 
books are hard to get becau se, walking from shop to 
•hop , I fou nd that the clerks do not wish to selJ them. 


Devin A. Garrity. p resident of Devin-Adair, is meeting 
the situ ation by going into the direct maü -order sales 
bu siness, byp assing the book shop . This p rocess hits the 
book shop becau se it cou ld start a trend, the p u blisheP 
advertising in newsp ap ers and p roviding a cou p on for 
p u rchase. Devin-Adair also mail circu lars. This worries 
the American Booksellers Association, the execu tive secre­ 
tary of which addressed the following letter to Garrity: 
“ I’m inclined to give a little p u blicity to a letter recent­ 
ly sent ou t over you r signatu re. 
I think it shou ld b« 
called to the attention of ou r members on two scores:— 
First, that Devin-Adair h a s ’actively entered the direct- 
mail field with trade books; secondly, I think the following 
qu otation from that letter shou ld be brou ght to their 
attention: 


** ‘The Devin-Adair books described on the enclosed 
circu lar are u niqu e in that they tend to bu ck the u su al 
conforming “ liberal” p attern. Many of these books 
•re already known to you . Others no. In any event, 
they tell the tru th~let the chip s fall where they may. 
Perhap s for that reason they are u su ally hard to find 
in the average book store.* 


“As I say. I'm inclined to give this p u blicity. Before 
doing so I wou ld like to hear from you whether you care 
to stand by this ap p roach or whether you have some 
comment to add.” 
Garrity rep lied: 
* 
. . . First let me say that the reason we have 
entered the direct mail-order field is simp ly becau se we 
sell books that way. There isn’t a single book store in 
the whole U. S. that carries all or a majority of the books 
on the enclosed list. The best of them carry some of them. 
We will be glad to extend any sp ecial offer su ch as the one 
we are cu rrently making, i.e. 50 cents, off on a p u rchase 
of three or more books, to any book store that will carry 
these books. Of cou rse this cannot be a p ermanent offer. 
So let u s say it wiU ap p ly for two months from the date 
ou r letter goes ou t. 


WASHINGTON — Now that the 
United States government has an­ 
nou nced that it will give p ermis­ 
sion to the 76 Chinese stu dents to 
go back to Red China if they wish, 
it may be exp ected at any time 
that Red China will release the 15 
American airmen held in violation 
of the Korean armistice. 
No "deal” has been made, and it 
will be officially denied that any 
“ exchange” has been p rop osed by 
either side. 
The key is to be fou nd, however, 
in the words of the secretary-gen­ 
eral of the United Nations, Dag 
Hammarskjö ld, when he said on 
Janu ary 13 last to a p ress confer­ 
ence in New York on his retu rn 
from Red China: 
Unilateral Decisions 
“ It is not really a qu estion of 
negotiations. It is a qu estion of 
where the grou nd is p rep ared by 
negotiations—that grou nd having 
p artly been p rep ared and p artly by 
negotiations condu cted by this or 
that national government. 
“Bu t the final decisions, I think, 
will necessarily emerge as u ni­ 
lateral decisions in all those vari­ 
ou s 
ticklish 
cases. 
They 
will 
emerge 
as 
u nilaterial decisions 
and as a p art of a general develop ­ 
ment, more than as the resu lt of 
any kind of settlement. 
“When you talk abou t negotia­ 
tion in the sense you (the news­ 
men) indicate now, you seem to 
have in mind this give-and-take 
kind of situ ation, which is a typ i­ 
cal one. I have already indicated 
that this has not been discu ssed 
in terms of a deal, nor with any 
link between different p roblems.” 
Those are the carefu lly chosen 
words which a dip lomat is accu s­ 
tomed to emp loy in very delicate 
situ ations. Certainly neither the 
Peip ing government nor the United 
States government wou ld wish to 
be p laced in the p osition of making 
any kind of trade or deal. Yet if 
each side makes its own decision

a “u nilateral” decision. What dif­

Waiting Patiently

Cer­ 
tainly the American au thorities are 
waiting p atiently for some su ch 
develop ment to occu r before long.

Fancy Mahogany Bar 
It was also discovered that the 
Navy had installed a fancy mahog­ 
any bar in the commanding offic­ 
er’s residence, equ ip p ed with ru n­ 
ning water, sink, and electric re­ 
frigeration. 
The bar cost Uncle 
Sam a whoop ing $1,316,82. 
The officers’ mess at Cheatham 
Annex had a total membership of 
only seven officers. 
To accom­ 
modate them, the kitchen in the 
officers’ mess was redecorated at 
a cost of $1,285.89 . Wood cabinets, 
ap p arently in good condition, were 
rep laced with steel cabinets. Two 
new kitchen ranges were p u rchas­ 
ed thou gh the old ranges ap p ear to 
have been in satisfactory condition. 
On top of this, the officers’ mess 
was fou nd to owe the government 
$465.59 for electricity and other 
u tilities, p lu s $305 for janitor ser­ 
vice. 
“Equ ip ment p u rchased for the 
officers’ mess w'as charged to oth- 


er activities,” stated the confiden­ 
tial government rep ort. 
GAO investigators were mysti­ 
fied over a nine-hole golf cou rse 
maintained by naval officers. 
No 
records cou ld be fou nd exp laining 
how the officers financed the con­ 
stru ction of the cou rse, yet it ob­ 
viou sly had not been drop p ed down 
by p arachu te. 
Commander Nichol told the in­ 
vestigators that the golf cou rse was 
watered with hoses. Bu t when gov­ 
ernment insp ectors checked, they 
fou nd an efficient sp rinkler sys­ 
tem had been installed, not u nlike 
that which had been installed for 
President Eisenhower by friends 
at the Bu rning Tree Qu b at a cost 
of $80,000. 
“Exp ensive storm windows and 
screens were p u rchased for m ar­ 
ried officers’ qu arters,” stated the 
GAO rep ort. 
“Two hu ndred wood 
frame storm windows, ap p arently 
new, were fou nd in storage. 
No 
work requ est for making the storm 
windows was fou nd nor cou ld any­ 
thing be learned of their intended 
u se. 
“Alu minu m awnings costing $9 00 
were p u rchased for the bu ilding 
u sed as bachelor officers’ qu ar­ 
ters. That bu ilding does not have 
alu minu m awnings. 
“Five electric ranges and a re­ 
frigerator, ap p arently in good con­ 
dition, were removed from qu ar­ 
ters and p laced in storage. 
“A small bu ilding, formerly a 
gu est hou se, was moved twice and 
altered at a cost of $2.326.9 6. 'The 
cost was charged to maintenance 
of active bu ildings, althou gh the 
intended u se was as a recreation 
facility. 
After the job was com­ 
p leted, the bu ilding was redesignat­ 
ed as a recreation facility. 
“Ten small boats were bu ilt, ap ­ 
p arently for recreational u se. Six 
were charged to maintenance of 
p iers and related equ ip ment. Fou r 
were bu ilt on a work requ est which 
did not show job order nu mber or 
ap p rop riation to be charged.” 
Yet the Navy says it doesn’t have 
$600 to rep air Roosevelt’s old sloop 
for u se of midship men at Anna­ 
p olis. 
Those few Defense Dep artment 
officials who know abou t the GAO 
rep ort says the Navy shou ld change 
its enlistment p osters to read: 
“Join the Navy and eat oysters.”

Alarms were sou nded, Halsey’s 
gu ns swu ng on their mou nts and in 
an estimated three minu tes the 
Jap anese ship was p lu nging to the 
bottom. Bu t had its radio been 
qu icker than its death p angs? That 
was the qu estion Jimmy Doolittle 
had to answer. 
All the training had been direct­ 
ed with a night-time raid in mind. 
A 
su bmarine 
had 
slip p ed 
into 
Tokyo Bay and slyly taken notes 
on the p osition of su ch obstacles to 
the p lanned low-level bombing as 
barrage balloons. This information 
had been radioed back to the ad­ 
vancing Hornet. The p lanning die 
had been cast, Doolittle wou ld go 
in first over Tokyo with fou r 500 
p ou nd incendiaries to find and then 
light u p the indu strial targets to 
be stru ck by su bsequ ent bombers. 
Bu t now the wayward trawler, 
and the threat of its radio, chang­ 
ed things. Hornet and her gu ard­ 
ians were su p p osed to steam all 
that day before lau nching the 16 
B-25s hu ddled 
u ncomfortably on 
her deck. A du sk lau nching wou ld 
then bring them over their targets 
before the moon help ed the anti­ 
aircraft gu nners.

the U. S. cou ld throw su ch a daring 
cou nterp u nch so soon after Pearl 
Harbor and they withdrew some of 


their fighter forces from tha tip s 
of their aggressive tentacles, in 
order to p rotect main islands which 
had seemed absolu tely inviolate. 
I talked with General Doolittle 
the other night ju st before he t<x)k 
off from New York for Los An­ 
geles to attend the 13th reu nion of 
the Tokyo raiders. He gave this 
rep ort on the clan: 
“Forty of the original ^ boys 
will be at the Cocoanu t Grove in 
the ambassu Jor for this reu nion. 
Sixty are still alive, 32 are still 
in the Air Force, and 28 are in 
civil life. 
“We haven’t got a general yet, 
bu t we're getting close.” said the 
greatest natu ral flier the cou ntry 
ever develop ed. 
Main reason is 
that most of the boys were lieu ten­ 
ants at that time, and it takes 
time. Bu t we’ve got some chicken 
colonels: Jack Hilger, my second 
m command, Ross Greening, now 
ou r air attache at the embassy in 
Au stralia, Ski York, Davey Jones, 
who wou nd u p as a p risoner of tiie 
Germans, and one or two others. 
Col. Greening, incidentally, design­ 
ed the two-dollar bomb sight we 
u sed on the mission.” 
I asked him how the whole thing 
came u p . 
“ I really don’t know to this day,” 
Doolittle said, scratching his head. 
’’Hap (Arnold) caUed me one 
day %nd said ‘What airp lane can 
go 2,400 miles 
and carry 2,0(X) 
p ou nds of bombs and take off a 
short rimway?’ I looked arou nd 
and decided the B-25 was the only 
p lane that had a chance of doing 
it. I rep orted back to Hap and he 
said, ‘Okay, get some ready.’ Far 
a? I know the whole idea came ou t 
of the Navy. 
“I su re stay p rou d 
of 
those 
men,” Doolittle said. “We p icked 
24 crews ou t of the 27th Bomb 
•Grou p , and 
then 
thrice 
p icked 
over them to get the bu nch down 
to size, for the carrier cou ld only 
hold 16. There’s never 
been 
a 
bu nch like that , . , before or 
since.” 


It is a mark of the age that 
Doolittle today is one of the most 
p op u lar Americans in Jap an, and a 
fine recreational p ark across from 
the Imp erial Hotel is named in his 
honor.

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Words Of Admonition 
On U.S. Trade Policy 


Would anyone dissent from the proposition that 
any nation’s foreign trade policy should aim at 
maximum benefits at the cost of minimum adjust­ 
ments? Yes, it appears that some would. In fact, 
he has. 
The dissenter is Walter Karris, Canadian minister 
of finance. 
Speaking the other day before the 
Canadian parliament, he had some praise for this 
country’s foreign trade policy and also some words 
of admonition. 
He said that in the general effort to restore 
stability, expand production, and increase trade since 
the war no nation has played a “more constructive 
role” than the United States. Yet he indicated that 
this country has not gone far enough. 
What’s

with

attitude? 
Canadians resent restrictions on imports of oats, fish, 
and other things they produce. They don’t like the 
amplified escape clauses negotiated by U. S. delegates 
at the recent Geneva conference on tariffs and trade. 
In their view, Washington ought to be less concerned 
to protect American producers. 
Harris said that in the last six months there has 
been no basic change in the American attitude but 
there has been "a disappointing lack of progress’* 
toward reducing trade barriers and “disconcerting 
signs of a revival of protectionist feeling” in response 
to increased competition at home. Then he said: 
“It must be recognized that actions taken or even 
Implied by the . . . United States may weaken support

^3ook-Burning— Old Style 


The easiest way to kill a book is not to burn it but 
to refuse to sell it. Book shops naturally are selective; 
they only carry the books they wish to carry and other 
books are “on order." However, good business practice is 
to exhibit books which, for one reason or another, favor­ 
able or unfavorable, attract attention. Controversial books 
generally attract attention. 


Three recent books, to m y certain know ledge, 
after personal investigation, are being sabotaged in 
the leading New York book stores. 
AU are exciting, 
controversial books which should a ttra c t a fa ir sale. 
They are Ralph de Toledano’s “ Day of R eckoning." a 
novel that deals with the m u rd er of the syndicalist. 
C arlo Tresca. published by H enry Holt; M ax East* 
m a n ’s “ Reflections on the F ailu re of S ocialism ," pub* 
lished by D evin-A dair; 
and “ V orkuta," by Joseph 
S< twinier, a d ram a tic first rep o rt on the slave city in 
the Soviet A rctic, published by Henry Holt. 
T hese 
books are hard to get because, w alking from shop to 
shop. I found th a t the clerks do not wish to sell them . 


Devin A. Garrity, president of Devm-Adair, is meeting 
the situation by going into the direct mail-order sales 
business, bypassing the book shop. This process hits the 
book shop because it could start a trend, the publisher 
advertising in newspapers and providing a coupon for 
purchase. Devin-Adair also mail circulars. This worries 
the American Booksellers Association, the executive secre­ 
tary of which addressed the following letter to G arrity: 
" I’m inclined to give a little publicity to a letter recent­ 
ly sent out over your signature. 
I think it should be 
called to the attention of our members on two scores:-* 
First, that Devin-Adair h a s’actively entered the direct- 
mail field with trade books; secondly, I think the following 
quotation from that letter should be brought to their 
attention: 


** ’The Devin-Adair books described on the enclosed 
circu lar are unique in that they tend lo huck the usual 
conform ing “ lib e ral" pattern. 
M any of these books 
are already known to you. O thers no. In any ev en t, 
they tell the truth—let the chips fall w here they m ay. 
P erhaps for that reason they a r r usually h ard to find 
in the average book sto re.’ 


"As I say, I’m inclined to give this publicity. Before 
doing so I would like to hear from you whether you care 
lo stand by this approach or whether you have some 
comment to add.” 
Garrity replied: 
4 
". . . First let me say that the reason we have 
entered the direct mail-order field is simply because we 
sell books that way. There isn’t a single book store in 
the whole U. S. that carries all or a majority of the books 
on the enclosed list. The best of them carry some of them. 
We will be glad to extend any special offer such as the one 
we are currently making, i.e. 50 cents, off on a purchase 
of three or more books, to any book store that will carry 
these books. Of course this cannot be a permanent offer. 
So let us say it will apply for two months from the date 
our letter goes out. 


“ There is no point my going Into the long case 
^ histories of certain book stores refusing to ca rry these 


* books. Irene Kuhn has w ritten a piece for the A m eri­ 
can Legion going into this m a tte r and I can cite you 
a g rea t many other cases. 
R alph de Toledano. not 
published by us, is experiencing this sam e tre a tm e n t 
right now with his new book published by Holt. 
We 
are trying to do w hat we can to play ball w ith the 
trad e but we will sim ply not be bam boozled." 


In another letter, Garrity wrote: 
“The only reason I write you is that this state of 
affairs at your book store has been reported to us time 
after time by people who are not in the least crackpots. 
The ABA is currently attacking us for selling our books 
direct and by-passing the book stores. How in heaven’s 
name can we do otherwise when leading book stores, 
which technically do not ‘burn’ certain books, to all intents 
and purposes manage to keep them from the public." 
This is a very old story in many large cities. The 
late Hugh Gibson, a distinguished ambassador, went about 
New York trying to buy a book he wrote and was on 
occasion told not to read such a horrible book! His sin 
was to oppose a current trend in international politics 
which has actually turned sour by now.

Red Chinese May Release 15 American Airmen Soon 


WASHINGTON — Now that the 
United States government has an­ 
nounced that it will give permis­ 
sion to the 76 Chinese students to 
go back to Red China if they wish, 
it may be expected at any time 
that Red China will release the 15 
American airmen held in violation 
of the Korean armistice. 
No “deal” has been made, and it 
will be officially denied that any 
"exchange” has been proposed by 
either side. 
The key is to be found, however, 
In the words of the secretary-gen­ 
eral of the United Nations, Dag 
Hammarskjold, when he said on 
January 13 last to a press confer­ 
ence in New York on his return 
from Red China: 
U nilateral Decision* 
"It n not really a question of 
negotiations. It is a question of 
where the ground is prepared by 
negotiations—that ground having 
partly been prepared and partly by 
negotiations conducted by this or 
that national government. 
"But the final decisions, I think, 
will necessarily emerge as uni­ 
lateral decisions in all those vari­ 
ous 
ticklish 
cases. 
They 
will 
emerge 
as 
unilateral 
decisions 
and as a part of a general develop­ 
ment, more than as the result of 
any kind of settlement. 
"When you talk about negotia­ 
tion in the sense you <the news­ 
men) indicate now, you seem to 
have in mind this give-and-take 
kind of situation, which is a typi­ 
cal one. I have already indicated 
that this has not been discussed 
in terms of a deal, nor with any 
link between different problems.” 
TTiose are the carefully chosen 
words which a diplomat is accus­ 
tomed to employ in very delicate 
situations.

Moreover, due either to sheer in­ 
competence or negligence, addi­ 
tional thousands of dollars in pub­ 
lic funds were lost to the govern­ 
ment through faulty administra­ 
tion. 
Lt. Comdr. Race was found to 
have bought parts for a toy loco­ 
motive for his own personal use, 
and paid for them with a check 
written on government funds. The 
parts comprised 30 small wheels 
and axles for an electric train set. 
“An excessive stock of pallets 
was on hand," states the confiden­ 
tial GAO report, “some deteriorat­ 
ing in open storage space. 
New 
pallets were being purchased for 
this and other activities.” 
Total 
cost of the new pallets was $539,- 
696. 
“An expensive locomotive crane 
is kept but used only a few hours a 
year. 
In emergencies a crane 
could be rented from the Chcsa- 
peak and Ohio Railway and would 
be available on two to three hours 
notice.” The crane was used only 
49 hours in a total of two years, 
yet it cost $1,030.22 to service. 
A civilian cafeteria operated at 
Cheatham Annex owed the govern­ 
ment 
$10,723.77 
for 
electricity, 
water,and various other utilities. 
It was also found that government 
employes using the cafeteria owned 
$4,469 90. 
Fancy M ahogany B ar 
It was also discovered that the 
Navy had installed a fancy mahog­ 
any bar in the commanding offic­ 
er’s residence, equipped with run­ 
ning water, sink, and electric re­ 
frigeration. 
The bar cost Uncle 
Sam a whooping $1,316.82. 
The officers’ mess at Cheatham 
Annex had a total membership of 
only seven officers. 
To accom­ 
modate them, the kitchen in the 
officers’ mess was redecorated at 
a post of $1,285 89. Wood cabinets, 
apparently in good condition, were 
replaced with steel cabinets. Two 
new kitchen ranges were purchas­ 
ed though the old ranges appear to 
have been in satisfactory condition. 
On top of this, the officers’ mess 
was found to owe the government 
$465 59 for electricity and other 
utilities, plus $305 for janitor ser­ 
vice. 
"Equipment purchased for the 
officers’ mess was charged to oth­ 


er activities," stated the confiden­ 
tial government report. 
GAO investigators were mysti­ 
fied over a nine-hole golf course 
maintained by naval officers. No 
records could be found explaining 
how the officers financed the con­ 
struction of the course, yet it ob­ 
viously had not been dropped down 
by parachute. 
Commander Nichol told the in­ 
vestigators that the golf course was 
watered with hoses. But when gov­ 
ernment inspectors checked, they 
found an efficient sprinkler sys­ 
tem had been installed, not unlike 
that wnich had been installed for 
President Eisenhower by friends 
at the Burning Tree Club at a cost 
of $80,000. 
“Expensive storm windows and 
screens were purchased for mar­ 
ried officers’ quarters," stated the 
GAO report. 
“Two hundred wood 
frame storm windows, apparently 
new, were found in storage. 
No 
work request for making the storm 
windows was found nor could any­ 
thing be learned of their intended 
use. 
“ Aluminum awnings costing $900 
were purchased for the building 
used as bachelor officers’ quar­ 
ters. That building does not ha va 
aluminum awnings. 
“Five electric ranges and a re­ 
frigerator, apparently in good con­ 
dition. were removed from quar­ 
ters and placed in storage. 
“A small building, formerly a 
guest house, was moved twice and 
altered at a cost of $2,326 96. The 
cost was charged to maintenance 
of active buildings, although the 
intended use was as a recreation 
facility. 
After the job was com­ 
pleted, the building was redesignat­ 
ed as a recreation facility. 
“Ten small boats were built, ap­ 
parently for recreational use. Six 
were charged to maintenance of 
piers and related equipment. Four 
were built on a work request which 
did not show job order number or 
appropriation to be charged.” 
Yet the Navy says it doesn’t have 
$600 to repair Roosevelt’s old sloop 
for use of midshipmen at Anna­ 
polis. 
Those few Defense Department 
officials who know about the GAO 
report says the Navy should change 
its enlistment posters to read: 
“Join the Navy and eat oysters."

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The Doolittle Raiders

NEW YORK. April 18 (INS) — 
Yesterday morning. 13 years ago, a 
lookout on one of the ships escort­ 
ing the carrier Hornet toward Ja­ 
pan espied a 
Japanese trawler 
wallowing m stormy seas 800 miles 
off the enemy coast. The trawler 
had every right to be there. The 
Americans 
were 
soft-shoeing in, 
bent upon what still remains one 
of the great military maneuvers 
in history: The Doolittle raid on 
Tokyo and several other Japanese 
cities. 
Alarms were sounded, Halsey’s 
guns swung on their mounts and in 
an estimated three minutes the 
Japanese ship was plunging to the 
bottom. But had its radio been 
quicker than its death pangs? That 
was the question Jimmy Doolittle 
had to answer. 
All the training had been direct­ 
ed with a night-time raid in mind. 
A 
submarine 
had 
slipped 
into 
Tokyo Bay and slyly taken notes 
on the position of such obstacles to 
the planned low-level bomb.ng as 
barrage balloons. This information 
had been radioed back to the ad­ 
vancing Hornet. The planning die 
had been cast. Doolittle would go 
in first over Tokyo with four 500 
pound incendiaries to find and then 
light up the industrial targets to 
be struck by subsequent bombers. 
But now the wayward trawler, 
and the threat of its radio, chang­ 
ed things. Hornet and her guard­ 
ians were supposed to steam all 
that day before launching the 16 
B-25s huddled 
uncomfortably on 
her deck. A dusk launching would 
then bring them over their targets 
before the moon helped the anti­ 
aircraft gunners. But now it was 
barely dawn. 
Not unmindful of what land-based 
Japanese bombers had done to Bri­ 
tain’s battleships 
the 
Prince of 
Wales and the Repulse, the year 
before, Doolittle ordered his men 
to take off and let the carriers 
(the Enterprise was there for pro­ 
tection) and other ships get out of 
there. 
You know the 
rest: 
All 
the 
planes got off deck, all but one 
crashed (it went on to Vladivostok 
and the crew was interned). Jap­ 
anese warlords were startled that 
the U, S. could throw such a daring 
counterpunch so soon after Pearl 
Harbor and they withdrew some of 


their fighter forces from the tips 
of their aggressive tentacles, in 
order to protect main islands which 
had seemed absolutely inviolate. 
I talked with General Doolittle 
the other night just before he took 
off from New York for Los An­ 
geles to attend the 13th reunion of 
the Tokyo raiders. He gave this 
report on the clan: 
“Forty of the original 80 boys 
will be at the Cocoanut Grove in 
the ambassy lor for this reunion. 
Sixty are still alive, 32 are still 
in the Air Force, and 28 are in 
civil life. 
“We haven't got a general yet. 
but we're getting close," said the 
greatest natural flier the country 
ever developed. 
Main reason is 
that most of the boys were lieuten­ 
ants at that time, and it takes 
time. But we’ve got some chicken 
colonels: Jack Hilger, my second 
rn command. Ross Greening, now 
our air attache at the embassy in 
Australia, Ski York, Davey Jones, 
who wound up as a prisoner of the 
Germans, and one or two others. 
Col. Greening, incidentally, design­ 
ed the two-dollar bomb sight we 
used on the mission." 
I asked him how the whole thing 
came up. 
“I really don’t know to this day," 
Doolittle said, scratching his head. 
“ Hap (Arnold' called me one 
day iind said ‘What airplane can 
go 2,400 miles 
and carry 2.000 
pounds of bombs and take off a 
short runway?’ I looked around 
and decided the B-25 was the only 
plane that had a chance of doing 
it. I reported back to Hap and he 
said. ‘Okay, get some ready.* Far 
ar I know the whole idea came out 
of the Navy. 
“ I sure stay proud 
of 
those 
men," Doolittle said. “We picked 
24 crews out of the 27th Bomb 
•Group, and 
then 
thrice 
picked 
over them to get the bunch down 
to size, for the carrier could only 
hold 16. There's never 
been 
a 
bunch like that • • • before or 
since." 


It is a mark of the age that 
Doolittle today is one of the most 
popular Americans in Japan, and a 
fine recreational park across from 
the Imperial Hotel is named In his 
honor.
